NEW YORK (AP> - Your 
income tax payments are. as 
vou are quite aware, frequently 
another person’s income. Not 
just Uncle Sam’s, but the in­ 
come also of those in a giow ing 
group of businesses related to 
taxes. 


Said in another way. a thriv­ 
ing industry has developed in 
this nation based on the willing­ 
ness of individuals and compa­ 
nies to pay for income tax in­ 
formation and filing assistance. 


Some of this money is spent 
unwisely, 
for many amateur 
advisers supply less advice for 
$5 than the income tax people 
will give for a 10-cent telephone 
call to the district office. 


Some is spent needlessly also, 
quite an irony in view of the 
intent, to save money. 


There are, for instance, at 
least 13 tax instruction books 
now on newsstands and in book­ 
stores. ranging in price from 75 
cents to nearly $2. 


But, a 50-ccnt check or money 
order to the Superintendent of 
Documents, Goviy'iimcnt Print­ 
ing Office. Washington. DC.. 
20402. will bring by return mail 
a similar book, an official one. 
called “ Y’our Federal 
Income 
Tax."

b(X)ks shows some of them to 
have an amazing likeness to the 
government publication. In fact,

priced works are photographic 
copies of theirs.

New Surp rises Fro m Africa 


Prehistoric Africa is perhaps a 
long way to go. geographically, or 
chronologically, for a moral 
But on the theory that never 
was 
a moral more desirable than today, 
It may be worthwhile to ponder one 
that has just emerged from Africa 
through a new hook. 
The book is “African Kingdoms” 
by Basil Davidson, eminent English 
author who is regarded as high auth­ 
ority on Africa, its people and its 
history. 
Davidson has surprises by the 
dozen for those of us—which means 
most of us—whose concept of Africa 
is that of a primitive, uncivilized, un­ 
developed continent with people to 
match—at least until they were “dis­ 
covered" and colonized by Europeans. 
Among the surprises that David­ 
son springs are his avowals that pre­ 
historic Africans: 
• De\eloped farming technique.s 
that have scarcely been bettered to 
this day. 
• Posse.ssed skills and know-how 
in mining and metal working without 
which supplying the cold content of 
medieval European currencies might 
not have been possible. 
• Created what is called “the 


world’s greatest gallery of prehistoric 
art” — 15,000 rock paintings in the 
central plateaus of the Sahara which 
reflect Africa’s cultural beginnings 
thousands of years ago. 
• Devised and operated highly 
sophisticated political and social sys­ 
tems. 
• Were superb sculptors. 
• Displayed what Davidson calls 
“a genius for .social organization.” 
• Created “community attitudes 
that Joined man to man in a brother­ 
hood of equals, moral rules that guided 
social behavior, beliefs that ex alted 
the .spiritual aspects of life above the 
material.” 
• Developed medieval cities such 
as Timbuktu into centers of learning 
and gracious living. 
• Were able, with no written 
language, to mobilize in antique Renin 
a total of 100.000 warriors in a single 
day! ^Enough to make Gen. Hershey 
consider burning his draft plan.) 
Does all this fit in with the con­ 
cept m an\ of us have had of “darkest” 
Africa? Hardly. 
Oh, yes — the moral: 
Perhaps it’.s just as well not to 
judge things or nations of which we 
know little or nothing. 
Or people, either.

House Considers “ Dual 
Enrollment” Bill 
JEFFERSON CITY — Amid 
many of the emotional argu­ 
ments 
against the 
proposed 
“ shared time” bill under con­ 
sideration in the House of Rep­ 
resentatives, more thought is 
being given to the lucid pres­ 
entation for the bill given to the 
House education committee by 
Paul E. Williams, legal assist­ 
ant to Gov. Warren E. Hearnes. 
The bill recently was approv­ 
ed by the Hous» * education com­ 
mittee and is now being consid­ 
ered on the floor of the House. 
House passage is ex pected but 
more opposition is foreseen in 
the Senate. 
In a seven - page 
statement 
Williams pointed out that the 
question whether the bill would 
violate constitutional 
prohibi­ 
tions against, aid to religion has 
been thoug’nrfully considered by 
legal authorities in 
s e v e r a l 
states — none of whom hold 
that a d'la' attendance program 
violates the constitutional prohi­ 
bition a g a inst aid to religion. 
Williams warned the commit­ 
tee again.st referring to the bill 
as a “ shared lime” or “dual 
enrollment” p r op os a l . “We 
should look to what the bill does, 
and not to what it is called,” 
he said. 
The bill, he said, “ would per­ 
mit children to 
attend 
more 
than one school during the regu­ 
lar schooltime. This would not 
apply to all school programs but 
wouid be limited to only two 
types — special education for 
the 
mentally and 
physically 
handicapped children, and pro­ 
grams for economically and edu­ 
cationally deprived children fi- 
n.onced by th« " 
United States 
under the Elementary and Sec­ 
ondary Education Act of 1965.” 
“ Some 
handicaps,” 
he 
ex ­ 
plained, “permit the child to 
remain in fhe normal school 
curriculum most of the time, 
special instruction being requir­ 
ed only part lime. A typical 
ex ample of such a handicap 
would be the need for speech 
correction, oi 
training of the 
partially deaf or blind.” 
“ Educationally deprived chil­ 
dren” are those who, because of 
poverty, handicap, 
i n f e r i or 
schools and the like, have not 
made normal advancement. 
The federal funds are only 
granted for use in a school at­ 
tendance area where there is a 
concentration of low - income 
families. The funds may not be 
used to merely supplant ex isting 
programs, but must be used to 
finance new or supplemental 
programs, he said 
Frequently this money is used 
for remedial programs in the 
basic skills, “the old three Rs— 
reading, ’riting and ’rithmetic,” 
Williams ex plained. 
In addition, under the Federal 
act, if the program does not 
provide for participation of chil­ 
dren attending private schools, 
then no federal funds will be 
granted for th( benefit of any 
children. 
Present state 
law 
prohibits 
conducting a program during 
regular schooUime 
which 
in­ 
cludes children enrolled in non­ 
public schools. To meet federal 
requirements o l comparable op­ 
portunity to private pupils, pub­ 
lic school districts must conduct 
these federal programs during 
the evening, on Saturday and 
during the summer. 
However, school 
authorities 
have reported that pupils in such 
programs rnakr 
considerably 
lower gains than pupils who at­ 
tend programs during normal 
school hours. 
A 1964 survey, Williams said, 
was conducted by the National 
Education Assn. and reported 
that dual attendance programs 
were then operated in 36 states 
and that an additional five states 
were contemplating establishing 
.such programs. 
Two state courts — Pennsyl­ 
vania and Illinois — have upheld 
the constitutionality of dual at­ 
tendance, and the United States 
Supreme Court almost 10 years 
ago, also upheld the constition- 
ality of a dual attendance prac­ 
tice, Williams said. 
He concluded by noting that 
the terms “public school pupil” 
and “ private school pupil” only 
denote where the child is pres­ 
ently in school. The same child 
may he both a public and a pri­ 
vate school pupil — the child is 
the same — and he does not 
alter his citizenship by attend­ 
ing a private school, he added. 
Bill Would End Tax 
On Personal Property 
Long criticized as being un­ 
fair to ail citizens, the personal 
property tax in Missouri may 
be abolished m this session of 
the Legislature. 
Rep. Waltei L. Meyer (D-St. 


Louis) has proposed 
a constitu­ 
tional amendment which would 
allow the voters to register their 
opinion on whether to retain or 
abolish the tax . 
Meyer 
ex plained 
that 
his 
House Joint Resolution was per­ 
missive legislation — that 
is, 
first the voters would have to 
give authority to the Legislature 
to abolish the tax through the 
constitutional amendment, 
and 
then 
the 
General 
Assembly 
would have to pass a bill in an­ 
other session which would ef­ 
fectively put it to an end. 
Thus, he 
said, the change 
would not be so radical or quick 
to give pecple second doubts— 
they wouid have a chance to 
ex press their opinion first, and 
the tax would net be abolished 
tor at least another two years. 
Meyer sa'o there has been 
much inequity in the enforce­ 
ment of the personal property 
tax and ih.at in the metropolitan 
areas, it is practically impos­ 
sible to enforce. 
“ Most people do not realize,” 
he said, “ that they are violating 
the law when they fail to report 
items such as 
suits, a mink 
coat, kilchin 
appliances 
and 
other household goods.” 
But, he ex plained, these things 
are rarely reported on personal 
property assessments. 
To replace any lost revenue, 
Meyer plans to propose a flat 
increase of $50 on the assessed 
valuation of each car in the state 
which he teels would come clos­ 
est to making up the deficit of 
removing the personal property 
tax . 
Standard Time Bill 
May Lose Support 
A bill which would allow Mis­ 
souri to 
remain on standard 
time, during the period when 
many states shift to daylight 
savings time, may never get out 
of committee since the Kansas 
Legislature recently voted down 
a similar, proposal. 
Rep. W. D (Bill) Hibler (D- 
Rrunswick), author of the bill, 
has 
ex plained 
that Congress 
last year passed an act which 
would allow an entire state to 
remain on standard time with 
approval of its Legislature. 
Hibler’s 
bill 
is backed 
by 
many of his constituents and 
several farm organizations, but 
favorable action on the measure 
was ex pected to depend on what 
the Kansas Legislature would 
do. Since that body voted dowm 
the proposal, Hibler’s bill is ex ­ 
pected to lose considerable sup­ 
port. 
Propose Bonus For 
War Veterans 
Two bills 
introduced in the 
Missouri House of Representa­ 
tives would give bonuses to vet­ 
erans who 
served during the 
periods of Worlc War II and the 
Korean conflict. 
Reps. Edna Eads (R - Bonne 
Terre) and Elsa Hill (D-St. Lou­ 
is) 
introduced 
the 
measures 
which would provide a bonus of 
$5 for each month served by a 
veteran stationed in the United 
States during the war periods 
and $15 for veterans who were 
stationed overseas. 
Bonuses are not to ex ceed 
$500 and the veteran must have 
been honorably discharged.

Bill Would Upgrade 
Standards For Eggs 
A bill proposea by Rep. Ruben 
Shapeler (D-Butlcn would 
up­ 
grade ihe regulations pertain­ 
ing to the sale of eggs, and re­ 
define egg as “ raw eggs in the 
shell that are the produce of 
the domesticated chicken.” 
The bill also would re-define 
consumer as one who buys eggs 
for food in hi* own home and 
adds the definition of “institu­ 
tional consumer” as one who 
uses eggs for food, and shall 
include restaurants, hotels, cafe­ 
terias, hospitals, nursing homes, 
state Institutions, jails and other 
establishments. 
Nothing in the act prohibits 
the sale of eggs produced on the 
farm and so'd directly to the 
consumer, ex cept that such eggs 
must be produced by hens main­ 
tained on the farm from which 
they are sold. 
In addition, a Missouri pro­ 
ducer of eggs selling ungraded 
eggs from his own flock pro­ 
duction is ex empt from the pro­ 
visions of the act, ex cept that, 
if such producer desires to sell 
graded eggs, he may do so if 
he complies with the act.

M ILLET AND SOYBEANS 
AS ROUGHAGE 
Livestock men planning for 
roughage next year are asking 
how the quality of a mixture of 
millet and soybean cut for hay 
compares with other types of 
hay crops. 
The feeding value of millet is 
rather low as compared to soy­ 
beans, and a heavy growth of 
.millet is very likely to reduce 
the total amount of soybean hay 
produced. 
However the total tonnage of 
hay is likely to be higher than 
from a pure soybean stand.
